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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


On taking charge of the schools, one year ago, we were 
well aware that a majority of the citizens in town were op- 
posed to the new school law, which took the management of 
the schools from the district committees and placed it in the 
hands of a school board. It was very evident that whatever 
course we pursued we could uot pleasesev eryone ; therefore, 
we have endeavored to satisfy ourselves: by oivinig to eaéh.. 
scholar as nearly an equal advantage -as:possible. aol 

The schools have all been under the charge of experienced , 
teachers, five having taught in town before. Four of the 
schools have been taught by the same teachers during the three 
terms, with the exception of the fall term in No. 3, where the 
teacher was unable to attend to her duties on account of sick- 
ness. 

There has been no school in what was formerly district No. 
4, As there were but four or five scholars to attend at any time 
during the year, we thought it better for them and cheaper for 
the town to hire them carried to School No. 5. 

By an agreement made with the school board of Greenville, 
the scholars in what was the fractional district, have attended 
the Greenville school the same as in past years. According to 
the agreement, the town of Mason has paid fifty-seven and one 
half cents, and the town of Greenville forty-two and one-half 
cents of every dollar expended, for the support:of the school. 
We think that we ought to be willing to pay this proportion, 
as nearly all the scholars live in Mason. 
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The summer and fall terms of school No. 1 were taught by 
Clara E. Henderson, who had taught the same school the three 
previous terms. Miss Henderson labored earnestly for the ad- 
vancement of the school, and if the scholars had labored with 
the same zeal as their teacher, the results might have been 
more satisfactory. 

The winter term is stillin progress, under the guidance of 
J. O. Reed, Jr.,a young man of rare talent, who is endeavor- 
ing to make the school a credit to himself and the citizens of 
the district. 

The three terms of school No. 2. have been taught by Lura 
M. Elliott. Miss Elliott has fully maintained her high reputa- 
tion as a teacher. That teacher and scholars considered the 
school room a place tor work was apparent. Some ot the 
younger scholars deserve special praise for the advancement 
made‘in their studies. 

The summer and winter terms of No. 3. were taught by Miss 
Jennie A. Shattuck, of Brookline. The result of the winter 
examination was ample proof that the teacher had labored 
hard and successfully. Harriet R. Spalding, a graduate of the 
State Normal School, had charge of the fall term. Although 
the term was short, there was sufficient time for Miss Spalding 
to establish a system of discipline, which was beneficial to the 
school. 

School No. 5 has been taught the past year by Mary E. 
Knox, a teacher whose reputation is already established. 

The three terms of school No. 6 have been in charge of 
Elizabeth C. Spalding, of Wilton. 

Knowing something of the high rank of this school and the 
desire of the citizens to maintain the same, made us particu- 
larly anxious to secure the services of one well qualified for 
the position of teacher. Miss Spalding has performed her du- 
ties, not only to our satisfaction, but to the satisfaction of the 
entire school and the citizens of the district. The best of 
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feeling has existed between teacher and scholars, making each 
term a success.
